July 10—The 


court martial which heard the chai-g 
«"s against Admiral Rojestveiisky and 
other officers of the torpedo boat Be- 
clovi in connection with the surrendei 
of 
,the boat to the Japanese in the 


Ibattle of the Sea'»bf Japan, returned 
a verdict today, acquitting Rojestven- 
sky ana all but four of the olReers. 
who were brought to trial. These offi- 
cers %vere found guilty of surrender- 
ing with premeditation and were con- 
demned to death. The court martial 
recommended the men to the mercy 
of the Czar, owing to the extenuating 
cft-cumstances, with a request tiiat 
the verdict he commuted to dismissal 
from the service. 


Rojestvensky was acquitted today 


after the court martial had deliberat- 
ed nearly 10 hours. 


After Rojestvensky's flagship haj 


been disabled in the great battle be- 
tween the 
Russian 
and 
Japanese 


fleets, the admiral, wounded and ir.- 
oapacitated, was taken 
aboard the 


Bcdovi. 
An attempt was made 
to 


escape/ but when the Bedoyji, juaszov- 
'erhaule'd if was surrendered without 
resistance by the officers, who did not 
wish to further endanger the life of 
their 
stricken 
commander-in-chief. 


Rojestvensky was taken to Japan and 
there nursed back to health

Jjeing sent to Russia after the war

Rojestvensky, at the court martial 


hearing, offered a plea of guilty, thus 
•presenting himself as a sacrifice

thp other officers, as he believed the

prompted them to surrender the Be- 
dovi to save bis life. In a statement 
to the court he took all the blame ou 
himself and asked that he alone be 
punished to the fall extent of the law. 
In addition to Rojestvensky members 
of his staff, who had 
accompanied 


him on board the Bedovi as well as 
the chief officers of the torpedo boat, 
were brought to trial.

Washington, July 10.—Secretary Wilson of the de- 


partment of agriculture, today announced that while the 
question as to the liability of infecting human beings by 
passing tubercular and "Lumpy Jaw" meat to the mar- 
kets for consumption is pending, he would not instruct 
the inspectors to change their custom. This means that 
cattle infected with tuberculosis and "Lumpy Jaw" will 
be killed as prior to the denunciation of the practice of the 
inspectors in allowing such diseased carcasses to be used 
for food by many veterinary experts and pathologists of 
the country. The infected portions will be cut out and the 
remainder of the carcasses will be sent to the markets for 
the tables of the customers. 


A sensation v/as created in scientific circles v.hen Health Commission- 


er Whalen admitted that the Chicago inspectors were doing this in pursu- 
ance of an agreement with the govern ment inspectors. Dr. Wlialen 
cited 


Osterlag and Miir-'vll, world renowned pathologists to justify this prac- 
tice. 
Both of tin.'" authorities agree that in ca^es of the- extremely slight 


infection which aif in capsulted siu-h 
portions of meat 
may be removed
